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Editor Journal:— My unknown 
friend and critic, Toinaso Aniello, 
makes a ten strike in his communi- 
cation in your last issue, and I sin- 
cerely trust that the powers that be 
in the N. F. S. D. will take up his 
suggestion and urge the several 
Divisions of their great organization 
to become branches of the N. A. D. 
The benefits, as was pointed out by 
our friend, will be mutual, and the 
N. F. S. D. will receive no less than 
it gives. 

It would afford one of the most 
simple solutions possible of the vexed 
problem of federation, and were the 
suggestion amplified and extended 
that the deaf everywhere form such 
branches, it should satisfy even 
Douglas Tilden, the solitary cham- 
pion of and spokesman for federa- 
tion these past three years. What 
was primarily aimed, at by federation 
was the fuller nationalization as 
well as the enlargement of the N. A. 
D, , and this will be amply attained 
should the Drake-Eickhoff-Stewart 
idea of local and State branches of 
the Association receive general en- 
dorsement and adoption. 

Nor should it be overlooked that 
the new feature of primaries and 
elections by mail will eliminate the 
necessity of delegate representation 
in the organization of the Associa- 
tion, while it will also prevent the 
preponderance of the local and near- 
by vote, as has been the case in 
every previous convention. The 
mail vote provision should be ampli- 
fied and amended at the San Fran- 
cisco convention in 1915, so as to in- 
clude amendments and the selection 
of the next meeting place of the con- 
vention. 

I trust Mr. Tilden will see his 
way clear to accepting this solution 
of the federation problem, and that 
he will take the lead in organizing 
a branch of the N. A. D. in Oakland, 
San Francisco, that will include every 
able bodied and respectable deaf per- 
son in these two cities. This branch 
should be on the spot in 1915 to ex- 
tend a hundred-handed welcome to 
the westward marching cohorts of 
the N. A. D. , and should help to 
make that meeting of the Association 
the most plesant, the most fruitful, 
and the most memorable in its 
history. 

Meanwhile, for my part, though 
there are not many deaf-mutes living 
here, I will do the best I can toward 
the formation of a Colorado Springs 
Branch of the N. A. D.

Ivditok Journal: — I read In 
your report of the Cleveland 
N. A. J), convention, that Mr. 
Willis Hubbard was appointed to 
get pledges for the endowment fund 

Since then my friend wrote me 
that Mr. Hubbard was a fine gentle- 
man. Everybody at the convention 
loved him, and respected him. I do 
not know how much he got for the 
N. A I), at Cleveland, but I hope 
it was over one thousand dollars. 
My friend wrote me that Mr. Robert 
S. Taylor, of North Carolina, wrote 
his promise on Mr Hubbard's paper 
for $25.00, and also the promise of 
the North Carolina Association of 
the Deaf for $50.00. 

I think that was a very line thing 
for Mr. Taylor to do. I read a witty 
saying that if one touches a man's 
pocket book, one touches his heart. 
His pocket book aud his heart are 
one and the same thing. Mr. Tay- 
lor's heart is in the right place If 
he were here I would feel proud and 
honored to shake his hand and to tell 
him that he was a true patriot for the 
deaf and the N. A. D. 

My friend also wrote me that Mr. 
Oscar Regensburg reported that he 
tried to get several thousand dollars 
from a rich man in Chicago for the 
N. A. D. This rich man refused, 
because the deaf had done nothing 
themselves for the fund. I think 
this rich man was right. The deaf 
must first do something themselves. 
Then when they have done all they 
the rich men with kind hearts 
will help them and put enough 
money into the fund to make it 
powerful. 

The N. A. D. needs plenty of 
money. It needs this money to ex- 
plain to the public about the deaf. 
It needs this money for its committee 
It needs money to help 
industrial and publicity bureaus. 
1 1 ought to have enough money to 
pay its President or Secretary a good 
salary each year. The President or 
Secretary could then give all this 
time to the business of the N. A. D. 
The N. F. S. I), pays Mr. Gibson a 
good salary of $1 , 200 a year. That 
is $100 a month. It is not too much. 
Mr. Gibson gives all this time to the 
business of the N. P. S. I), and 
writes a great many letters and does 
other work. If the N. A. D. had 
enough money for its committees 
and for a salary for its Secretary or 
ident, it could do ten times 
better work than it is doing now. 

I believe the best way to get this 
money is through a big endowment 
fund. I hope every deaf-mute in 
the United States will help this fund 
by contributing to it. When I 
know that Mr. Willis Hubbard is 
ready to receive pledges, I will send 
him my promise for $10.00. It is 
all I can afford , because I am only a 
humble shoemaker. If I had more 
money, I would lie glad to pledge 
$100. If I was very rich, I would 
be glad to pledge $1000. If I was 
as rich as Mr. Rockefeller, I would 
give a million dollars.

When the Superintendent of the 
employment bureau saw that the ap 
plicant had two fingers missing 
from one of his hands, he was in 
formed that he could not stand the 
medical examination. The Super 
intendent was sorry, lint had his 
Instructions, doubly sorry, because 
his mother was similarly afflicted. 
He probably meant deafness though 
he made no mention of it, and said 
that he, Ihe applicant, should have 

mentioned the fact of the missing 

Angers on Ihe application blank. 
Being infoimed that it. had been 
mentioned, he looked ovei his tile 
and found it I here in black and 
while, lie apMogised and even 
Offered to pay the applicant's car- 
tare bind; home. The latter how- 
ever showed his manhood by polite- 
ly declining the proll'er. Kven if 
Ihe man had mil lost ids two (Jngors 
he would not have come up lo Ihe 
physical test, on account of his total 
deafness and imperfect speech. 
However, I he Superintendent did nol 
dwell on this defeel, probably not 
desiring to make that the reason for 
ihe disqualification. Then loo he 
is tied and bound by the rules of 
the company. The applicant made 
no attempt to argue, for it would 

have been useless, but he contented 
himself by Baying that he hoped the 
Company would have the common 
sense of looking al his ability as S 
workman and not his deafness nor 
at his missing lingers. Seme lime 

before two othei deaf men applied 

there I'm work, and were refused on 
account Of being deaf. The N. C 

R is a fine place, but like an apple 
that looks sound to all appearances, 

lias a worm growing in its cure. 

The daily paper published by the 
Company, with bits of Items admon- 
ishing the readers to be thrifty, 
fight their battles fearlessly, work, 
simly, and overcome obstacles, and 
then when a man applies lo the 
Company to put this advice into 
action and asks it to help him carry 
it out, he is lurneit away, because 
be happens to be deaf. When Ihe 
Stale pays out $100,0011 or more 
yearly to tit, its deaf children for 

good citizenship and to light their 

own battles through life, whom the 
N. C. R refuses to help along, al- 
though as workmen they are the 

equal of any they have, or in other 

words, the act of the N. C. R. in 
barring th» deal from employment 
could be interpreted as meaning 

that the Company places itself above 

the Stale in its judgment of the 
IS workmen, and the articles 
in the "N. C. R. Daily" about over 
coining obstacles, etc., are not lived 
up to in their treatment of Ihe deaf. 
"O Consistency, thou ait a rare 
jewel." President John Patterson 
of the N. C. R., according to the 
newspapers was found guilty by the 
courts for some infringement^ of the 
United States Laws and sentenced 

to a year's imprisonment. Because 
uf his heroic work and aid given in 

behalf uf the flood sufferers last 

Spring, some uf his friends suggest- 
ed to President Wilson that he 
pardon him. In response to the 
suggestion Mr. Patterson telegraph* 

fid the President thai he did not 
desire a pardon.
